London, Oct, 7. The Daily News this 
morning asserts that an army corps will 
be mobilized to-day. 

A despatch from Mnfekdng announces 
that Commandant Cronje of the Boer 
forces has been promoted to the rank 
of Ueueral and is massing 0,001) Boers 
with artillery near Itnmnthlubitma, north 
of Matching. The despatch adds that 
tJeneral Croujc lias sent a message to 
the camp of the Imperial troops that he 
will cross the border at the lirst shot 
Bred iu Natal. 

LOOTING BY KAFFIRS. 

Johannesburg, Oct, 0.— Thousands of 
natives have invaded the town and to- 
day the authorities decided to march 
them under escort out of the country. 
La.-i niirlil two natives entered n cloth- 
ing store kept by a Jew and stabbed the 
proprietor iu the neck, severing his wind- 
pipe. The Jewish storekeepers in the 
Cast Itund have been murdered by na- 
tives and the Kulllrs are raiding all the 
places where they think liquor is stored. 

The war commission acting under the 
governments' instructions, will to-day is- 
sue advice to shopkeepers to remove the 
barricades they have erected, 011 the 
ground tlint the government s guarantee 
of protection ought to be sufllcient. 
WOULD BE SHORT WAJl. 

New York, Oct. 6.— The Tribune pub- 
lishes the following from its Paris cor- 
respondent: Mr. John Hays Hammond, 
the American civil engineer connected 
with leading South African mining com- 
panies, who returned from the Cupe two 
months ago, is now passing 11 few days 
at Paris. The appreciation of the situ- 
ation iu the Transvaal expressed by Mr. 
Hammond In conversation with the Tri- 
bune correspondent is of Interest as 
showing how war with the Boers Is re- 
garded by an observant representative 
American enjoying the advantage of un- 
surpassed knowledge of the facts en- 
abling him to thoroughly grasp the situ- 
ation. As to the justice of war Mr. 
Hammond did not wish to express an 
opinion, but when asked whether the war 
would be n short or long one said: 

"It will be a short war, ending with the 
capture of Pretoria, after which the 
Boers will recognize the futility of fur- 
ther lighting. Tile Boers to-day are not 
as formidable fighters as they were lif- 
teen years ago. For example, their en- 
ormous advantage iu marksmanship 
over the British troops no longer exists, 
because game to any extent has disap- 
peared. The Boers have no experience 
in shooting moving objects. A few old 
Doppers are still good shots, but they 
are fast dying mil. Moreover the Brit- 
ish Lce-Mctford rifle with its remarka- 
bly tint trajectory puts Tommy Atkins 
quite on an equality with the Boers so 
far as marksmanship is concerned. 

"Quasi friends of the Boers," contin- 
ued Mr. Hammond, "deluded them into 
the belief that Croat Britain would not 
resort to war in any event, and unfor- 
tunately thereby provoked a spirit of 
opposition to the British demands, re- 
sulting in the present diplomatic impasse, 
which I fear makes war inevitable. 

"Knecjuraged by 'he present weakness 
of tin- British garrisons, the Boers evi- 
dently hope to occupy strategetic points, 
and by rapidly assuming the offensive, 
forestall tin- British army." 

Mr. Hammond thinks there is no dan- 
cer of the conllicl developing into a war 
of races because the Boers, especially 
the generation now attaining manhood, 
have lomniercial instincts and are fond 
of making money. They are altogether 
more enlightened than the old Doppers, 
Willi their dog-in-the-manger exclusive- 
nesri. Mr. Hammond feels confident that 
both nations will have reason to respect 
each other more after 11 war. 

MIt. MOULEY'S FEARS. 

London. Oct. 1!.— Addressing a pence 
meeting at Carnarvon this evening Mr. 
John Morley asked the country to real- 
ize the predicament to which it bad been 
brought by unhappy diplomacy and the 
bedlamite councils of the war press and 
the war party. "If President Kruger 
had accepted the franchise proposal of 
September S witli reliance upon the con- 
vention of 1884, he would have been 
planted behind diplomatic entrenchments 
which by fair and reasonable means 
could not have been forced. Even after 
the refusal there was still room for a 
friendly settlement, hut just as the 
Transvaal made a mistake our govern- 
ment capped it by withdrawing the fran- 
chise proposals." 

Mr. Morley dwelt upon the moderation 
and reasonableness of the recent speech 
oft. the Duke of Devonshire, which prov- 
ed that Great Blrtain did not desire to 
interfere with Ute Tiansynal's indepen- 
dence. The .speaker said he had always 
pressed the urgency of the Transvaal 
meeting Great Britain. He dwelt upon 
the eventual danger of having at a 
strategetic post like the Cape a dissatis- 
fied population held down by force of 
arms and said lie failed to see why the 
Transvaal and Great Britain were un- 
able to come to terms. Mr. Morley spoke 
derisively of the talk of a pau-Afrikuu- 
der conspiracy iu South Africa. 

AN AVENUE TO PEACE. 

London, Oct. 0.— Sir Henry Campbell 
Buuncraiail, speaking at Maidstone to- 
day :it 11 luncheon specially arranged to 
give the leader of the opposition in the 
House of Commons an opportunity of 
expressing the views of official Liberal- 
ism regarding the Transvaal crisis, said

Mr. Bellivcau, 
inspector for St. Lawrence fisheries, has 
reported on the matter to the govern- 
ment. Many Nova Scotians take lobsters 
in Anticosti waters. Strong protests are 
being made against granting Menier's re- 
quest.

There has been no demonstrations 
in connection with the matter. Manager 
Whyte stated to a reporter that matters- 
were running on as smoothly as usual 
and that the amount of traffic had not 
been diminished in the least degree.

About three hun- 
dred cars per day are going out. 



INSURGENTS FIGHT AGAIN. 

But Shelled From One Post aud Driven 
by Infantry From Another. 

Manila, Oct. (1.— Gen. Fred. Grant with 
live companies of infantry and a baud 
of scouts advanced from Imus this 
morning, driving the insurgents from the 
entire west of the Imus. Three Ameri- 
cans were wounded. 

Two companies with the scouts cross- 
ed the river at Big Bend and advanced 
westward in the direction of Binacuyan 
road, the insurgents tiring volleys, but 
retreating. Twenty Filipinos, about 
midway between Baccoor and Cuvite 
Yicjo; they were routed nnd six killed. 

Riley's battery of the 5th artillery 
made an effective sortie about a mile 
south of Baccoor anil shelled the west 
bank of the river at close range. That 
bank is now held by the Americans.

Should Be Made Permanent 
But American Senate Would 
Not Consent. 



Admitted to Be British Right 
But Washington Powerless 
to Make Concession. 



lly Associated Prose. 

New York, Oct. 0.— An evening paper 
published the following from Washing- 
ton regarding the Alaskan boundary: 

"The state department is informed 
from London that the British roroign of- 
fice has ratilied the Alaskan provisional 
boundary line as agreed upon by Secre- 
tary of State Hay and Mr. Tower, Brit- 
ish charge d'affaires. The agreement 
was submitted to the Birtish foreign of- 
fice about six weeks ago for ratification, 
without which it would not be operative. 

"The most important commercial and 
political consideration in the llay-Tower 
modus vivendi is that it carries with it 
the agreement that Canada will be grant- 
ed a lease for one year of n port on tin' 
Lynn Canal, This concession has al- 
ready been shown to be unpopular in 
the West and Northwest, so that if it he 
made a part of any proposed final agree- 
ment it will probably bo rejected by. the 
senate. The state department has al- 
ready come to two definite conclusions 
as to the manner iu which the final agree- 
ment may be reached. The conclusions 
are: 

"1st. By a remission of the delimita- 
tion of tin; line to the joint high com- 
mission, its conclusion be subject to the 
ratification by the senate. 

"2nd. By a court of arbitration whose 
functions "will be confined to three pro- 
positions as follows: (a) The United 
States will draw and submit its final line 
to the court; (h) Great Britain acting 
for Canada will draw its final line and 
submit it to the court; (c) the court will 
hear argument and determine which of 
these lines it should adopt. This must 
be no compromise line. 

"The state officials alllrm that they 
are unwilling to submit so grave a ques- 
tion as the one involved to u court with 
unlimited authority to make compromises 
which would give Canada territory of. 
Americans, or vice versa. The state de- 
partment will not run the risk of such a 
decision as was reached in the British- 
Venezuelan arbitration. 

"The court of arbitration will not he 
resorted to if Canada, England and the 
United States agree to remit the final 
boundary to the joint high commission. 
Its failure to agree induced Lord Salis- 
bury and Col. Hay to assign to Col. Hay 
and Mr. Tower the duty of agreeing on 
a modus vivindi, subject to a ratification 
by the British foreign office. 

"The fact that Sfr Louis Davies, Can- 
ada's special commissioner, is now in 
London, is taken here to indicate that 
Canada has not only at last consented to 
the Hny-Tower convention, but that she 
litis staked her chances for her principal 
claims ou a board of arbitration or the 
joint high commission. 

"From the attitude of at least two. 
American commissioners il can he stated 
that if the high commisisou is reinvested 
with power to suggest the true line thai 
line will not differ materially from the 
Hny-Tower line and the commission will 
say that Canada should have a port on 
Lynn Canal. In other words the pro- 
visional line and the temporary lease of 
a port will be made permanent. 

"Such an agreement would undoubted- 
ly be ratified by the British foreign of- 
fice hut it would not he ratified by the 
United Stall's senate. The state depart- 
ment officials have in fact been already 
apprised of the fact that nearly all the 
Western and Northwestern senators are 
irrevocably opposed to surrendering to 
Canada sovereignty over any water or 
lands which are now and have been Am- 
erican territory since the purchase of 
Alaska in 180?."

'Ilie action of the Conservative eonven 
lion docs not in any way alter the views 
of the Colonist ou the question of federal 
lines in local politics. The inoveinenl for 
better government, which is making such 
progress in all parts of British Columbia 
has no partisan aspect. It is the result 
of a feeling among business men and all 
others, who desire to sec the interests 
nt this great province advanced, that it 
is important to have at the head of af- 
fairs persons in whose hands its welfare 
can be entrusted without fear that 
it will be subordinated <o the political 
ambition of any man or set of men. la 
its efforts to bring about such a consum- 
mation, the Colonist has had the he rty 
co-operation of many persons who do not 
agree with it in its views of federal 
questions, and it has now to say that, 
while continuing to give the Conservative 
party loyal support in federal affairs, it 
declines to take' any course or endorse 
:iny line of action that may lead to a rup- 
ture between it and the friends with 
whom it has worked so harmoniously and 
successfully with the single object of 
promoting the cause of good government.

If that was the 
best that can be said tor the Liberal par- 
ty, it is to be hoped, in the interest of 
the Conservatives, that from now until 
the election we will have a minister 
every week to present the case of the 
Lanrier administration.

A BAD POLICY. 

The Trail Creek News complains that 
two-thirds of the large amount of money 
paid in that town for wages finds Its 
way to the great department stores of the 
East, and it asks why men. who come 
West that they may get better wages, 
can justify to themselves their conduct 
in contributing to the sweat shops of 
Montreal and Toronto. Commenting on 
this the Revelstokc Herald says that 
while the home merchant pays taxes and 
subscribes to nearly every fund for local 
improvement, the wives of the working 
men send East for their bonnets and 
frocks, and their husbands talk socialism 
and other isms for the improvement of 
the condition of workers. 

One has only to look at the great 
baskets of parcels which are brought to 
British Columbia by every mail In ap- 
preciate the vast amount of money which 
is sent out of the province for what 
ought to be bought from our own merch- 
ants. But some will ask: Why should 
we not buy where we can buy most 
cheaply? There ar» two answers to 
this. One of them is that it is a very 
great question if because a thing costs 
a smaller stun i' is cheaper to buy it 
elsewhere than at home. On a single 
transaction the pi rson who spends a sum 
of money with an Eastern departmental 
store may save something, but in the 
long nm he loses, for every dollar di- 
verted from the legitimate trade of the 
community in which he lives renders the 
cost of living in that community greater.

Will any one say that, i chorus 
of indignation would no: go up from the 
miners' union against the employment of 
Chinamen in such work? But can any 
one tell wherein such a cry would he 
reasonable? The great offenders in this 
matter an- the families of the men who 
are the greatest sticklers for union prices. 
We see the streets placarded with advice 
to people to smoke only such cigars as 
have the union label on t.htm. When will 
we see placards advising people not to 
buy the products of Eastern sweat 
shops? The answer rests largely with 
the wage-earners, for the other classes

By 
far the largest increase oyer the pro- 
duct of 1M>7 was in tlic Transvaal, the 
next largest was in the Australasian col- 
onies, the next in Canada, and the next 
in the United States. Of all the larger 
producers Canada shows the greatest per- 
centage of increase, the gain being a 
little over 100 per cent. 

The tigure* above given are instruc- 
tive as to the future supply of gold. 
Rhodesia appeared for the first time 
among producers with a small amount 
in 1897; while in 1898 it was down for 
$433,825. On the other hand the Rus- 
sian output, while showing- an increase 
over the previous year, is about $7,000,- 
(1(10 less than it was in 189(5. The set- 
tlement of the Venezuelan boundary will 
lead to a great increase in the output of 
British Cuiana. Venezuela produced 
only $814,007, which indicates that the 
rich mines in the disputed area have not 
been worked. Having now come under 
the ownership or Croat Britain we may 
look for their exploitation on an exten- 
sive scale. The Chinese supply of the 
yellow metal is, as has been (shown, by 
no means inconsiderable, but it is a mat- 
ter or common knowledge that the 
wealth of that vast empire in metals 
has (icarecly been touched at all. So also 
with Korea. The Central and South 
American republics are none of them 
large producers, but it is hardly possible 
that the conditions as to mineralization 
existing along the great Cordillera range 
from Klondike to Mexico are not ito bo 
round in other parts of the chain. 

We gave U few weeks ago a statement 
of the gold output of the world, but it 
was in less detail than the above and 
the figures given had not then been 
verified fn»m official sources. Perhaps 
even of greater interest than the increas- 
ing supply of this metal is the fact that 
the vast amount, yielded by the mines 
from year to year passes into circulation 
or into use in the arts without appreci- 
ably affecting prices..

Women May Vote.— At the Centennial 
mock parliament lusf night the Women's 
Franchise Enabling Bill passed the house 
by a l:irg'- majority. The measure was 
introduced by the Hon. Mr. Mcintosh, 
minister of justice, in a very able speech. 
Me was supported by the Hons. Morris. 
Black. Scholefield and the Premier for 
the government, while the loader of the 
opposition ami Messrs. Campbell, Berk- 
ley and Tail essayed to criticize the wis- 
dom of granting the suffrage to the 
ladies. The vote Htood M to 5 and the 
burst of hearty applause showed the 
popularity of the government's move. 
Towards the close the Hon. leader of tho 
opposition discovered a grave "constitu- 
tional" question which may prove sub- 
ject matter for debate at the next sitting 
which will be two weeks hence. 

Important Changes Contemplated.— 
The police commissioners yesterday dis- 
ciiKsed the case of members of the force 
who though long in the sen-ice are re- 
ported by the chief as inefficient, and 
the net ion to be taken is now being con- 
sidered. The temporary enlist n. cut of 
additional constables to meet the extra 
work now on hand wns authorized, Tho 
questions of establishing a pension fund 
and of employing Mr. St. Ol si i r as phy- 
sical instructor are held for further con- 
sideration. In the nnne of the death in 
one of the cells of Michael Lane, a blue- 
jacket, (luring August Inst) n complaint 
was received from Admiral Beaumont, 
as an outcome of which the following 
was passed: "Resolved, that In the CMC 
of an unconscious person, whether drunk 



or otherwise, being lodged in the police 
station, the medical ofllcer be called to 
-ee Un- patient and give the neeeosary 
instructions as to treatment." 

Visiting Ministers.— The visiting mem- 
bers of the Dominion cabinet, Hon. 
David Mills, minister of Justice, and 
Hon. Sydney Fisher, minister of Agri- 
culture, spent yesterday at the customs 
house building, where they were inter- 
viewed by a number of eitizend on mat- 
ters pertaining to their departments. In 
the evening Mr. Mills was the guest of 
the Victoria Bar Association at a din- 
ner at the Mount Baker hotel, Oak Bay, 
Many of the leading members of the bar 
were present.

Inundations were replaced nnd the bridge 
generally repaired and again in IS p" H ie 
bridge was repaired. About 7,(1(10 feet 
ut lumber was used in 1S!)5, 50,000 in 
ISilt! and 20,000 in 1897. The cords were 
bored in 18!)l» and the braces in 1S!)7. He 
reported verbally to Mr. Little, the man- 
ager, in 181)7, that he considered the 
bridge would last until the summer of 
181)9. Alter the accident he made an ex- 
amination of the work and found the 
cords lying lit right angles with tin- 
track and tha broken ends of the span 
lying un .stream, lie noticed the broken 
ends and found thai they had been 
broken by dellection. The wood in court 
was prnUully rotten. This partial rut 
was caused by the timbers being bolted 
together with key blocks between. The 
bridge never collapsed from actual fair 
usage. The rotten wood never caused the 
collapse of the bridge. There was some 
unusual cause, either the vibration of the 
span or some concussion. The piers and 
trestling at the wharf end were driven 
18 to UO inches in the direction the train 
was running. Ii would take a great 
force to do this, about 30 bents in the top 
deck being effected beyond the span. The 
cords wore sound, the piece in court be- 
ing the worst that could be found. 

The witness showed exactly on the 
plan where the .broken timber in court 
had come from, his murks m.ade at the 
time the bridge wis built being still on 
them. The timber, he said was the fifth 
panne) in the bridge, the next panel to 
the centre one. He took the deflection 
of the bridge in December, 1807, and it 
was taken afterwards by Mr. Wark. In 
clearing away the debris after the wreck 
he found lots of evidence that the acci- 
dent had not been caused by rotten wood. 
Good evidence of this was the position in 
which the cords fell, they being live 
feet out of plumb and six truss rods in 
the fifth pane! being broken. None of the 
braces were crushed, there was not a cast- 
ing that had been removed from place 
and there was not n piece of wood in the 
whole span that had been crushed nailer 
the castings. After the coal had been 
removed he saw the broken axle on the 
grou ml. 

To Mr. McLean witness told of the 
work he had done on railway bridges in 
Manitoba and British Columbia since 
1880 and he repealed the details of the 
work that was done on the Trent river 
bridge in the years 1895-f! and 7. Tin- 
cords and braces wi re bored in 1805 and 
the men who did the work said there 
was rot in the braces but he did not re- 
member them saying there was rot in 
the cords. In 1890 some rot wns found 
in some parts of the cords. There were 
about 100 borings made in the cords and 
rot was found in about n dozen places. 

From an engineer's text book Mr. Mc- 
Lean asked the witness a number of 
questions to find out if he was competent 
to give an opinion as to what deflection 
couitl be allowed in a bridge. The wit- 
ness replied thai he was competent to 
take the dellection nnd it was for the 
engineers to decide if a bridge was safe. 
Having taken the dellection he could bv 
reference to text books tell what deuce- 1 
lion would be allowed. The dell-r-tive 
lecreased and the liability to 
reused with age. Witness could 
how the accident happened. 
There were many theories. 

Mr. McLean — Well the theory is that 
an axle broke and drove the bents out 
of place. 

Witness- I did not say so. There are 
many ways in which the accident might 
have been caused. 

Mr. McLean— Why, then, did you tell 
oT the bents being out of place? 

Witness— Because I saw them out of 
place. I also mentioned the broken axle 
because I saw it on the ground. In my 
opinion the truss roils broke before the 
cords through vibration or concussion, as 
the cords could not have broken with a 
five-eighths dellection, I cannot say thai 
it was caused by a broken axle as I 
■ don't know. 

Jn the coroner's report of the witness' 
evidence before him witness was made 
to Mate that in 1S90 he reported to Mr. 
Little that the bridge should be aban- 
doned after another summer. lie point- 
ed out that before the close of the in- 
quest he corrected that. What he re- 
ported to Mr. Little was that the bridge 
would stand until the summer of 18!)!). 

Mr. McLean having concluded bis 
cross-examination, the court adjourned 
at 12:30 until 2 o'clock. 

A FT E UNO O N S BSSI N . 

On tile re-assembling of the court in 
the afternoon Mr. Pooley commenced the 
re-examination of Mr. McLaughlin, who 
said thut as long as the repairs were 
going on the bridge was under constant 
examination. The rot found in 18!)tl was 
near the ends of the cords and not where 
they were broken. When ho finished the 
rep-airs in October, 1897, he considered 
the bridge a good one. In December, 
18!)7. he again took the dellection of the 
bridge. 

To the Court— The break was 55 foot 
from the end of the right liotlom cord 
nearest the wharf and 00 feet from the 
end of the lower left cord. 

Andrew McKnight, master mechanic 
for the Union Colliery Company, said 
that on the Saturday previous to 'the ac- 
cident he drove the engine drawing a 
train of cars from the mines to the 
wharf, lie- crossed the bridge six times 
thut day and did not notice anything 
wrong wilh it. Ho examined the wreck 
after the accident. The engine fell head 
first, the boiler being telescoped into the 



smoke box. He examined the bents at 
the Union side of the river and found 
three of the ties bunched as though 
something had caught them. A train 
coining down to the bridge would come 
without steam, but lfiO yards before- 
reaching the span it wns necessary to 
put on steam again. 

To Mr. McLean.— The engine loaded 
with water weighed 116.000 pounds and 
the tender uO.OOO pounds. A loaded coal 
ear would weigh 33 tons. 

To Mr. I'ooley— The rails were lying in 
their places on the ties but three of the 
ties had been bunched. There could not 
have been more than one coal car on tho 
span with the engine and tender. 

John Unrwood, track foreman for the 
Union Colliery Company, stated that he 
went over the line every day but on the 
day ,,( the accident did not go over as 
he b-.ul met with an accident the day 
before. The day of the accident he 
heard from his house the train going on 
the bridge. She was steaming hard. 

.John Itandburg, II bridge carpenter, 
who worked for the Union Colliery Com- 
panv on the Trent fiver bridge in IS03 
and lSDIi, told of the work done to keep 
the bridge In repair, He bored the cords 
and considered them good. The limber 
he bored was slightly blackened from the 
iron bolts. He considered the bridge a 
good one in 1S!)7. 

Mr. II. 1*. Bell, O. K„ the next wit- 
ness, said he had )uid thirty years' ex- 
perience as an engineer. On the day 
after the accident he went to Trent river 
and examined I he wreckage. The wit- 
ness then went into n long scientific and 
technical explanation of how the bridge 
was found, and gave it as his opinion 
thai the bridge had not collapsed on ac- 
count of li id timbers but as the result of 
some unusual occurrence thai forced it 
ahead and out of place. lie explained 
by the diagram how this could be caused, 
and said that the position the timbers 
were found in was evidence of it.Froui 
an 850 ton train running at the rate of 
two miles an hour, such as was the coal 
train on the day of the accident, stop- 
ping suddenly, the impact would be 
twenty million pounds and would have 
carried away the bridge the day after it 
was built. He concluded (hat the truss 
had been moved, and meeting with an 
obstruction hail broke up. The truss 
had not failed until the end bent had 
been driven in. The train momentum 
could not have been converted into im- 
pact without something obstructing the

The 
was capable of doing the work 
for which it was built and would lie 
still standing if it hud not been for some 
unusual accident. Five-eighths of an 
inch was a moderate dellection in a 
bridge, and when u .year later the de- 
llection was but three-quarters of an 
inch, it showed that the deterioration 
was slow. The bridge did not collapse 
on account of the rotten wood produced. 

Mr. McLean asked the witness a 
number of questions regarding the Point 
Ellieu bridge uceldent. Ah to the Trent 
river bridge disaster, his theory was not 
a guess but was based on scientific facts. 

To Mr. Pooley— The Douglas fir has 
a life of from II) to 12 years, of course 
dependant upon when it was cut and 
how treated. There was no reason why 
an eight-year old Douglas fir bridge 
should be condemned simply because it 
was that old. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Bell's- evi- 
dence the court adjourned until thus 
morning.
